Sn allow two minutes for 
each man to come in, and fiſteen 
minutes between each innings; 
when the umpire ſhall call p/ay, the

They are the ſole judges of fair 
and unfair play, and all diſputes 
ſhall be determined by them. 

When a ſtriker is hurt, they are 
to allow another to come in, and 
the perſon hurt ſhall have his 
hands in any part of that innings.
